Rev. J K. Alllirecht. Weii'bnrjf, Ind., then 
presented u paper on "VVhyi<hoold Sponsors be 
Orthodox?" Sponsors are those persons who 
at the baptiam of an infant speak for that in- 
fant. While their faith or nnhaliaf cannot in- 
validate that baptism, we yat daalrw to have be- 
lievers that hold the true Confeasion of Faith 
for Sponsors. It is quite natural that In so 
solemn a rite one prefera to have ail concerned 
to be united in faith and in conviction. When 
in the rite piayer is offered it shuuM be the 
prayer of all, spoken as of one mind, if, how- 
ever, the Sponsors represent a variety of de- 
nominations and a variety of viaws on baptism, 
this is made impossible. Uswily Sponsors ob- 
ligate themselves to use their endeavors that 
the child m«y be trained np ia the nurture and 
adaoBltioB of tha Lord.

The most nniqae and pictaresque bailding on 
the gronnds is tbe Japanese Boilding, occupied 
aa the Library and Postofflce.

It in typleally Japaneoe in nad ont, of brick, 
wood and slate, with ornate interior, wood far- 
nitare and carvinga. The building waa given to 
the United Statea by the Mikado of Japan, and 
wu romoved to tha Soldiera' Borne in 1877. 
There are 7,000 volnnea of the choioeet litera- 
ture in the Library in Kngliah. FVench and Ger- 
man, and it atforda a cuzy nitreat for the lit- 
erati among the inmatea. 

There is a large, modern and well-aqaippad 
hospital and dispensary with a aeore of trained 
female rur.''e9.

Durink; ;ill tiis years of 
service he was never wounded and waa never 
even in an engagement of any kind. While in 
the Navy he went around the world aeveral 
time.4 and waa a member of the crew 00 tbe 
historic Merrimac when that craft was abandoned 
and dismantled at Norfolk. The Confederates 
then took poaeesaion of the Uerrimao, covered 
her with railroad iron, menaeed the entire At- 
lantic coast with her, and later aha engaged 
the Uonitor, the firat iron-clad warship, in that 
memorable engagement.
